Yes, though the Norsemen were brave 


they were few and the Indians would 
not allow them to remain, so back they 
went to the land ^of ice and snow, 
perhaps telling Columbus of this ne^\ 
continent. 


When the Pilgrims, seeking a place 


of refuge from, .religious persecution, 
thought of the land that Cabot and 
Smith had made known, they crossed 
the wintry sea in the famous May-flower. 
We can hardly say they were the first 
settlers on the New England coast, for 
the French 
had come down 
from 


Canada into Maine, but their settle- 
ments were rarely permanent and had 
little influence when Compared to those 
of the English. 


Our forefathers had many tfials, not 


the least being the tear of those savages 
who claimed the countiy as 
theirs, 


many were the massacres, as garrisons 
like that in York can prove and even 
the out skirts .of our own town hn^e 
echoed to the war whoop as our fathers 
drove the Indians from Breakfast Hill. 


What memoiies do the mere names 


along our shore briog to our minds! In 
Maine showing what nation first plant- 
ed her standard there, we find the 
names of Calais, Castioe, Mount Desert, 
Isle au Hant and St. Croix, while the 
Portuguese word Norumbega betrays 
its first explorer; those sounding more 
familiar to us are the English Faluiouth, 
Biddeford, York, Portsmouth, Salem, 
Plymouth and Boston, while the use of 
the adjective new shows the places loved 
by our ancestors in tueir home across 
the sea, aa New Hampshire, New Lon- 
don, New Bedford and even New Eng 
land. The old Indian resorts are easily 
traced in such wordrf as Piscataqua, 
Penobscott, Narragansett, Cuttyhunk, 
Massachusetts 'ind Connecticut. 


When the French with their cruel al- 


lies flocked down upon our unprotected 
settlements, up rose the hardy fishers 
by the sei and defeated their enemy at 
Castine, even going as far as Liuisburg 
and Quebec. 
iu these stirring times 


Sir \\illuuaPeppaiell won fame and 
success; leaving his home just across 
the liver, with its ware-houses and ac- 
counts, having uo military knowledge, 
yet with fortune on his side, he over- 
came the sturdy fortress of Louisburg j 
Those with lam wq.ro true, patriotic 
Americans, willing to die for freedom's 
cause; so with this love of liberty in 
herited and nurtured iu thorn, they won 
a country worthy of its name. 


Fishing was early a grevt sconrca of 


sttength to us on our coast; men not on- 
ly from Marblehead but also from many 
other ports spent loug summers on the 
banks, while whaling ships were fitter) 
out in Urge numbers and sent from such 
places as Nautucket and New Bedford. 
Besides this, coasting and foreign trade 
wore vory piofitable. In this busy ac- 
tivity, fearless men willingly braved the 
tlanjjora of the deep. Many of those 
saUois Intt'r went out ia 
privateers, 


showing Engliihru.4u what true Yankees 
wer,>. Our valiant ship, the Constitu- 
tion, can tentify that they woro antago 
nista worthy of thonamo, for her /launt- 
loss crncv, like thoso m the Jato war, 
fought not for thaaakoof money but 
for their counfciy dear, 


Homo of tho loading spirits in tho 


ping, has held her power; the railroads 
of recent years usurping the work of the 
coasters of early dajs. 


Many of those towns where fishermen 


had tlieir homes are now summer re 
sor:s;thus the world moves on, one 
thing taking tl>e place of another 
Oce»n steamers plocgh the deep; f.rts 
are here, acd lighthouses there; every 
foot of the shore of New Hampshire is 
patrolled and instead of pines on the 
bluffs are attractive summer homes, but 
below the billows roll upon the sand as 
of yore and our sea-shore is loved by 
all. 
We are proud of being born and 


educated in New England, for this na- 
tion which is now recognized as one of 
the world-powers hart, as its starting 
point, a little strip of sea-coast, called 
the New England eShore.

As a draruitist, Homer puts his stoiy 


into the mouths of his actors, and in so 
vivid a way as to move to enthusiasm 
his hearers, who ware & rude, yet high 
ly endowed race of men. 


As a historian and teachor, whila we 


cannot consider his pjems as authentic 
Greek history, yet we are told that the 
Greeks themselves gladly accepted them 
as containing the truth iu regard to 
their ancestors, and for centuries rever- 
ed them aa the biblo of tha Hellenic 
race. 


As we study tho masterpioa-is of the 


later poets, again and again we fiutl evi- 
dences of the influence of these great 
Homeric Epics. 
Having no mythology 


of their own, the Eomans turned to 
Greace, a country possessing a rich and 
vftiied one, and Virgil in his "Aenaeid" 
unites the characteristics of bot'i the

Maybe the "eel skirt" has not yet 
reached Philadelphia. Maybe, at least, 
there are only a few advance issues of 
that funny feminine fashion, and the 
women 
wearing them are the ones 


who proceed iu a wriggle, as noted by 
the man with the afternoon off. This 
seems plausible. 


But the sheath skirt is universally 


worn by New York women with any 
pretensions to swelluess, and it would 
be a pathetic thing to behold if a bri- 
gade of eel-skirted women should at- 
tempt to emulate the bob-up-serenely 
walk of the Quaker City dames. 


Tweutj -third street can show just as 


many different kinds of a walk as 
Chestnut street can. There is 110 deny- 
ing the fact that some New York wom- 
en lope and some wriggle. In fact. 
there is every \ uriety of locomotion 
represented, e\en to the stout old 
ladies, who lumber along, so like the 
automobiles that it is always a sur- 
prise to hnd that they can go forward 
without Hrst backing. But in spite of 
the endless variety of gaits, there is 
really ono which is characteristic of 
the great majority of the women who 
make up the profession. 


That is what may be vaguely termed 


the self-possessed walk. It appears in 
various forms. The reporter observed 
at least half a dozen variations of the 
one type the other day.

^ertive-looking women, who, perhaps 
after all, were only in a hurry. Aud 
tiiere were many, many oilier types, 
all apparently quite at ease ami sure of 
themselves. 


P.ut the walk which struck the re- 


porter as the on>> most characteristic 
nt the cro\vd was not assertive or ag- 
ures^ive. It was simply expressive of 
a ceitaiu aplomb. It was the proof of 
the \ ery higl.esi form of self-posses- 
sion—the point where self-possession 
has bi-coiiie so habitual as to result in 
absolute lack of 
self-conscionsne:-s. 


Not all the women had tl'is perfect 
aplomb b\ any means: but almost all 
of them had some of it— New York 
Sun.

Raise More Live S 


T7o one, the southern farmer least of 


all, will dispute the statement that live 
stock has had more to do with tne gen- 
eral improvempnt of southern farms 
than any other thing. 
The southern 


farmer, having learned his hard les- 
son, is now headed the right way. 
It 


is admitted that the care of live stock 
requires the constant attention of some 
one, and that one is pretty closely tied 
to the farm. 
This plan is not in har- 


mony with the general inclination to 
make the farm produce crops that will 
not require constant care or at least 
supervision. 
What would be thought 


of the merchant who 
kept 
on 
hi:) 


shelves goods suitable for only one or 
two seasons* of the year? 
And yet 


many farmers are 
working on 
this 


same lame line. 
The general disin- 


clination to keep stock is due partly 
to the fact that good returns are re 
ceived from grains, fruits, hay and the 
like, and to some extent because stock 
raising is not generally understood. 
Stock keeping means steady and fair 
returns for the outlay, but more than 
all, it means the maintenance of soil 
fertility, which cannot be had in any 
other way so easily and cheaply. 
It 


is not meant to imply that the use of 
commercial fertilizers 
may be done 


away with entirely, but their cost will 
uc materially lessened.

Don't keep cream after it is ripe, but 


churn at once. 


Don't mix sour and sweet cream; 


keep it separate until all is ripe. 


Don't exercise your cows by sending 


the dog to bring them from pasture.

The Americans have many prisoners, 


taken in the fighting the last few days. 
A number of the captured soldiers 
were dressed in the white costumes of 
atnigos. 


Articho, a rival of Aguinaldo, who 


has been in prison since June, 1SUS, 
•was discovered by General Wheaton 
at Das Marinas. 


Manila. June 
22.— The insurgent 


army has taken to the swamps and 
hills beyond luius. Tbe largest force 
is supposed to be in the neighborhood 
of San Francisco de Malabon. This 
place is not far from loins, toward the 
coast. 
The heavy rains that fall nightly 
make 
campaigning 
uncomfortable. 


The roads are still good, but the rice 
fields adjoining them are pools of wa- 
ter.The Filipinos will not fight unless 
they can meet our troops in positions 
most advantageous to themselves or 
take our reconnoitring bodies in am- 
bush. 
It is impossible to learn what effect 


the recent defeat lias had upon their 
leaders. This should be disheartening, 
for they had boasted that tbe Ameri- 
cans could never conquer the province 
of Cavite, Aguinaldo's home country, 
where he always worsted the Span- 
iards. 
General Otis recently received a let- 


ter signed by native women of the 
province, declaring that, if all tbe men 
were killed, the women would still 
keep up the fight against the Ameri- 


Says More Soldiers are Needed. 
San Francisco, June 22.— Clfarles A. 


McQuesteD, who was on the staff of 
General E. S. Otis, and who .was 
health officer at Manila, has returned 
home, invalided by the climate. 


Captain McQuesten made a close 


study of the conditions of the Philip- 
pine situation. He is of the opinion 
that it will take from 100,000 to 150.- 
000 soldiers to properly subdue and 
hold the islands. lie also says that 
the Peace Commission was an abso- 
lute failure, and that its work from 
the start was without effect. He 
strongly supports the military govern- 
ment of the islands, except that he 
thinks more men will be necessary 
than has been estimated. 


"Unless troops, thousands of them, 


are sent to the aid of our men they 
will be driven back into Manila in the 
course of the next few months, during 
the rainy season. Our men simply 
cannot stand the climate. Fifty per 
cent, of them will be incapacitated 
by sickness and the territory over- 
run will have to be abandoned. Ma- 
nila will be in a state of seige again. 


,"Ouf officers and soldiers have ac- 


complished wonders and have proved 
themselves the best soldiers in the 
world. But nothing decisive has come 
of it, because our men were not in 
Croat enough force. 


"One of the great dangers that our 


men have to face is the climate. The 
new comers will be nt a disadvantage, 
because the volunteers who are return- 
ing home are inured to the climate. 
This will make more men necessary 
than we would otherwise have to put 
in the field. 


"I want to say a word for the West- 


ern volunteers. They make the finest 
soldiers in the world and their fighting 
qualities are wonderful. But the vol- 
unteers all want to return home, and 
1 hardly think that the plan to enlist 
three skeleton regiments from the vol- 
unteers now in the Philippines will be 
a success.

Three horapM ran, 


Sonic Details of Interest 


Its Construction and Use. 


The stroller along the wharves who 


should see rising from the smokestack 
of a big steamer a small, and at the 
start, perfectly defined, column of 
smoke, which seemed to come from 
a small smgkepipe within the big one, 
might won'der if the great smokestack 
was filled with smaller stacks, one for 
each boiler. As a matter of fact it is 
not so filled; but there is within it one 
smaller smoke-pipe, called the donkey 
stack, which' is the chimney for the 
boiler ofMhestowkftj^Angine, wfiich is 
used when »the -'vessel is in port 
in hoisting cargq_ in and out. It is 
from this pipe that the small column 
of smoke is seen to issue. 


The donkey stack is placed some- 


times against the forward inner side of 
the big stack, sometimes against the 
after inner side. 
It may be a com- 


plete pipe, or it'may be formed of iron 
In the shape of half 
a pipe, with 


flanges riveted to the main pipe. 


If a single one of the larger boilers 


were used, as it might bo when tho 
ship is in port, it might be connected 
with the donkey stack, but in their 
regular and common arrangement anrt 
use the uptakes of all these boilers run 
into the great, chimney, whoso wholo 
Interior la open, except for the braces 
runnin; acrosa It to strengthen and 
support it.

There always seems to be a peculiar 


fascination about the other side of the 
road.

Hov» Bicycles Kill Sparrows. 


On almost every cycli&t path in Min- 


neapolis may be fo.aid the dead bodies 
of sparrows. To the greater number 
of those who travel over the paths it 
has always been a mystery why the 
sparrows should be found on the path 
instead of on the road. 
If they had 


been injured there were plenty of other 
places for the disposition of their bod- 
ies, but for one fcajid elsewhere there 
vere always four or five on the cycle 
paths. The secret of it is this, vouched 
for by many cyclists: 
The sparrows 


In flying close to the ground have occa- 
sion many times to dodge a bicycle. 
As the wheel revolves rapidly they do 
not see the spokes and make a dash 
to get tLrough. Tho result is, of course, 
fatal in almost every instance, and the 
body of the bird is left lying on the cy- 
cle path. 


An Exot'llent Jmlfirc. 


There is a judge down in Maryland 


who ought to have a-lofty monument 
some day, and if the people who ride 
Dk-jcles fail to remember him hand- 
somely they will simply prove that 
they are ungrateful and richly deserve 
all the troubles that the sprinkling 
cart men scatter before them. 


This jurist has decided that a person 


should not be fined for riding on a 
sidewalk where the roadway is impass- 
able, no matter whether town ordin- 
ances forbid it or not. More than that, 
he holds that riders of bicycles have 
the right of passage on highways, and 
that they are even justified in tres- 
passing upon private property when 
the

New Jer>ey aud 
Massachusetts have been foremost in 
the work of building, and tlie^e two 
States are almost grid-ironed with 6ne 
stone roads. The farmers on the JIDIU- 
ting property are now leaders in 
spreading the doctrine of highway im- 
provement, aud other States are fall- 
Ing iu lino. 


The greatest impetus to this work 


has been given under what is known 
as the "State aid" principle, by which 
Is meant that the State pays a large 
pot lion of tbe cost of budding tbu 
roads and tire county and property 
o\\ueis defray tha balance. In this way 
the burden of building rests upon the 
people of the entire State, and the 
hhore of expense allotted to the in- 
duidual property owner is so small 
ns to amount to almost nothing. 
In 


New Jersey it has been found that tlm 
immediate outlay to the property own- 
er does not amount to more than the 
annual road tax under the old condi- 
tions. When tins principle is applied 
in other States and tbe Legislatures 
make proper appropriations there will 
be good hisliwaj's that can be used, 
whatever the weather. 


At ptesent 05 per cent of our roads 


are impassible six months in the year, 
aud the money expended upon th^m is 
worse than lost. In some localities it 
is the custom in repairing: roads to 
dump dirt into the holes and to level 
oli the hijih places. The uext rainstorm 
undoes all the work nncl the money ex- 
pended is- actually "washed away." To 
remedy these conditions, and to give 
good roads, the L. A. \V. bas spent 
tins large amount of money, and its 
work luis not been in vain. It bas 
opened new fields of endeavor for our 
Legislators and have placed the farm- 
ers, ns ^ ell as wheelmen, within reach 
of h.'ivlug highways which will not be 
ruined every time there is a rain.

A comparisou of the plans of the 


sails of the Columbia aud the Defend- 
er, published herewith, will jfive soine 
idea of the enormous spread of canvas 
the new yacht will carry- In the plans 
the full lines show the sail spread of 
the Columbia and the dotted Hues that 
of the Defender. This is the first time 
that a comparison of the sail spread 
of the two boats have been published. 
When the Defender was raced, three 
years a^o, it was thought that in sail 
area she had almost reached tbe limit, 
but it will be seen tb.>t Herresboff has 
gi\en to the new boat a^aut 15 per 
cent, more spread than the champion 
of 1893. On the Avateiiine the t\vo 
boats are about the same length, but 
in over all lencrtb the Columbia irf 
seven feet longer. Her ballast has 
been so adjusted that it is expected 
that she will be able to carry the in- 
creased spread easily, and it is pos^i-, 
bio before the cup races are sailed' 
the Columbia will have her sail plan 
enlarged. This was done in 1805 with 
the Defender, aud if Herreshoff has 
been as conservative in bis figuring 
this year as be was then it will be 
done again. 


All the spars on the Columbia are 


from two to nve feet longer than those 
on the Defender. The main boom is 
about three feet longer, tbe gaft about

five feet and the topmast five foet. The 
mast, too, is longer, so that the main- 
sail will be about three feet longer on 
the foot, five feet longer oa the saff 
aud about two feet more hoist. 
The 


Triangle of the head «ails is a little, 
longer on the base and about five feet 
more in height, ^o that the jib, jibtop- 
sail and staysail will be much larger 
than those carrii'd on tbe Defender. 
The club topsail will be larger. This 
increase is made possible by the top 
hamper of the boat having been made 
as li.sht as possible and by ihe weights 
below the watprline haviusr been con- 
ceutrated very low. Tbe clubs for the 
topsail, will be about ten leet longer 
than those ou the old boat, and \\heu 
tbe topsail is set any light breeze that 
may be floating about will drive the 
Columbia when they will pas* over the 
Defender. The s:\il spread of the new 
boat will be near to lo,«"00 square feet, 
and although she \vill displace more 
water than the old one. it i<; thought 
that the exlra sail spread will make 
her much faster.

number in Great Britain, France, or 
Russia, and less than one-fourth of the I 
number in Italy. The relative msign'- 
fit-anee of tie Spanish railroad "sys- 
i 


tern" appe2J8 best ia comparison with 
American railroads, a single line, the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy, hav- 
ing an aggregate mileage of 7,400, 
owned, operated, or controlled, or near- 
ly as much as all the railroads of Spain 
combined. Spanish railroads are pro- 
verbially slow, the rate of '"express" 
trains being twenty-five miles an hour 
and of way 
passenger trains from 


twelve to fifteen. They seldom run on 
scheduled time, and it is the testimony 
of all travellers that they never make 
connections. The amount of baggage 
allowed each first-class passenger on a 
Spanish railroad is sixty-six pounds, 
but the railroads are not responsible 
for its loss, nor are their officials re- 
sponsible for 
its identification. 
The 


charges on Spanish railroads are re- 
markably high, being at the rate of 
5 cents a mile on first-class trains, 
and 3 cents a mile on second-class 
trains, about double the American average. 


The railroad 
lines of Spain were 


built partly by private capital, partly 
from the 
proceeds of governmental 


subsidies. 
These 
subsidies 
ha^e 


amounted to over $200,000,000 (1,000,- 
000,000 pesetas). Although the rail- 
roads of Spain are directly under the 
control of the Government, and al- 
though about one-third of their con- 
struction was paid by the Government, 
they are owned by private companies, 
aud about three-fifths of the stock of 
the Spanish 
railroads 
is owned in 


France. French investors have grad- 
ually absorbed the securities, which, 
sold at a depreciation, pay a high rate 
of interest. French and English en- 
gineers supervised generally the con- 
struction of Spanish railroads, but the 
"station^." or terminal facilities of the 
companies are the products of domestic 
industry, as any observant but forbear- 
ing traveller will admit 


The railroads of the United States 


carry in a year about 600,000,000 pas- 
sengers, and they transport about 800,- 
000,000 tons of freight. There are 33 
per cent, more tons of freight carried 
than there are individual passengers. 
The Spanish railroads, despite the in- 
ferior facilities which they offer 
to 


travellers, depend more upon passen- 
ger than upon freight traffic, carrying 
in a year a much larger number of 
passengers 
than 
they do tons of 


freight. In 
1897 the 
Spanish rail- 


roads carried 27,000,000 passengers, but 
they carried 
only 12,000,000 tons of 


freight. 


The difficulties of passenger traffic 


on Spanish railroads are enhanca# In 
some particulars 
wh-ch are rather 


amusing than serious. Passengers art» 
expected to arrive at the station at 
least half an hour before the train 
leaves, in order that sufficient allow- 
ance may be made for the dilatory pro- 
ceedings of the railway officials. Dur- 
ing part of each day (and in some cit- 
ies the larger part of each day), the 
railway stations are closed and the 
ticket offices do not open until an hour 
before the time scheduled for the de- 
parture of the train, closing a quarter 
of an hour before it is due. 


The hapless tourist, in compliance 


with Spanish railroad 
custom, must 


have his ticket before he is permitted 
to enter the waiting room, g.nd as thi3 
ticket must be bought fifteen minutes, 
at least, before the train starts and as 
the train may be anywhere from an 
hour to three hours late, his oppor- 
tunities for reasonable complaint are 
numerous and are not diminished by 
knowledge of the fact that lie is pay- 
ing more for his ticket, according to 
the distance travelled, than is the rule 
on American or English railways. 


One peculiarity of railroad travel in 


Spain is to be found in tho fact that 
employees of the railroad company are 
entitled, as a matter of right, to tha 
best seats, even regardless of the tick- 
ets sold passengers. In what is some- 
times called "cheap" railroad travel In 
Spain many of the passengers ride on 
the roofs of the cars, but whether It is 
to enable them to see the country to 
better advantage or to onjoy greater 
comfort and better ventilation Is not 
known. 
In &omo Spanish railroad sUi- 


tlona, notwithstanding the taeagrenesa 
of thoir accommodations, an admission, 
fee Is charged, similar to a theatre, it 
being the theory of sonic of tho Span- 
ish railroad officials that the eagerness 
of some persons to Hud solace on the 
wooden benche" of railway stations ia 
an Item of availably* revenue not to bo 
disregarded.
